TORONTO, June 17.—The genera! 
council of the United Church of Can- 
ada this afternoon approved of mes- 
sages to be sent to His Majesty the 
King and His Excellency the Gover- 
nor-General, declaring the !evalty of 
the church membership, 

The council took forrial notice of 
the “self-effacing renunclation” by 
Rey. Dr. &. D. Chown, former general 
superintendent of the Methodist 
Church, in declining the moderator- 
ship nomination of the council. The 
formal resolution honored his action 
“os one which reflects the spirit 
which from its inception has dis- 
tinguished this union movement and 
as oné which breathes the spirit of 
our Lord and Master.” The resolution 
expressed the gesire that Dr. Chown 
continue in the active service of the 
church. 

Dr, Chown Replies 

Dr. Chown, in replying, said that by 
this act¥in he had desired to put 
himself in unison with others and 
that the efforts of the church must 
be saturated with sacrifice. 

The committee on church property 
whose recommendations were adopt- 
ed, recommended that the appoint- 
ment of three members to the feder- 
al commission to deal with Presby- 
terian property be entrusted to the 
executive. 

The committee or temporary or- 
ganization recommended that the 
present administrative departments 
be carried on in the closest co-oper- 
ation until permanent organization 
was complete and that the individual 
colleges of the United Church be 
authorized to proceed with their 
work along the iines set down in the 
basis of union. 

The committee on conferances 
made the following recommendations: 

There shall be eleven conferences 
of the United Church which 6hal] be 
named and bounded respectively as 
follows: 

The Maritime conference, compris- 
ing the provinces of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, and Prince Edward _ Is- 
land, Bermuda, Jamaica, Trinidad, 
British Guiana, 

The Montreal and Ottawa con- 
ference, comprising the province of 
Quebec with the exception of a por- 
tion included.in the "Maritime con- 
ference and seven Ontario counties. 

The Bay of ‘Quinte conference, 
comprising 14 counties. 

The Torozto conference, compris- 
ing 11 counties. 

The Hamilton conference, _compris- 
ing 10 counties, 


The London conference, compris- 
ing eight counties. 
The Manitoba conference, compris- 


ing the province of Manitoba, 

The Saskatchewan conference, 
comprising the province of Saskat- 
chewan, 

The Alberta conference 
ing the ‘province of Alberta,

CHICAGO, June 17—Guarded in a 
hotel for months as a principal wit- 
ness in the trial of William Darling 
Shepherd on a charge of feeding 
typhoid germs to his millionaire fos- 
ter son, William Nelson McClintock, 
Charles Faiman was not called as a 
witness today by State's Attorney 
Robert ], Crowe, who said he could 
not vouch for Waiman and asked the 
court to question the witness.

“Group production and sale has re- 
placed old individual effort of produc- 
tion and selling ‘by ithe farmer.” he 
continued, “Agriculture having retain. 
ed the individual method, is two and 
a half centuries behind the manufac- 
turing industries. 

“Fallure to adopt the modern meth- 
od accounts for the decline of agricul- 
ture as*a national industry in the 
past decade.” 

Deals With Changes 


Mr. Peteet went on to deal with the 
changes that the centuruy has brought 
with the congestion of population in 
cities and manufacturing centres 
while the farmer perforce had to re- 
mun dsolated, perhaps 500 or 5,000 
miles from the ultimate market of 
hts produce. Under these modern con- 
ditions it was imposstble for him to 
follow his stuff to market, to study the 
supply and demand, price fluctuations 
and intricacies of commerce. It was 
impossible for him to study all the 
features that the fouyer must know, 
and as.in a horse deal. the man with 
the knowledge gets the (best of the 
deal.,There fs not time in life for the 
farmer to master all that he should 
know about the market for his pro- 
ducts. He must delegate that to ex- 
perts, he argued, just as the farmer 
today believes in the division of labor 
by employing the best doctor and best 
lawyer he can for his individual home 
needs. 

The wide spread in price between 
what the producer receives and what 
the consumer paid, tended to decrease 
production at the one end and te dln- 
courage consumption at the other, and 
the speaker said co-operative market- 
ing was the solution. 


Long Grievance

‘that the farmer must sell at the buy- 
ers’ price and buy at the sellers’ pr‘ce.’

tions it would have taken buyers

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ANOTHER ‘‘BCONOMY’”’ STUNT. 

Economy, like charity, can be made to cover 5 
multitude of peculiarities. Mr. Woodsworth M.P. 
wants to abolish the office of Governor-General! in 
order to save money. The same gentleman wants 
an ambassador appointed to Washington, on con- 
dition that he pays his own expenses or the great- 
er part of them, Your ‘‘advanced’’ political 
thinker is strong on economy when that means 
running the country like a peanut stall and let- 
ting vadical members of Parliament talk away 
the savings, What he is not in on he is against. 


THE LINE OF CLEAVAGE. 

If the Crow’s Nest agreement were retained the 
prospect for lower rates between Alberta points 
and Vancouver would be just what it ha& besy— 
a reraote possibility, High rates on the western 
end of the system go to compensate the C.P.R. 
for the arbitrary tariff imposed upon traffic be- 
tween the eastern provinces and the prairies. 

That may be satisfactory to Manitoba and 
parts of Saskatchewan. But what Alberta is 
entitled to and must have is a schedule of rates to 
the Fecifie coast in proportion to the rates east- 
ward, wileage considered. ‘Equalization’? must 
mea that or nothing so far as this province is 
eoncerned. Alberta has been penalized in trans- 
porteticn costs because it was the prairie prov- 
ince farthest from eastern Canada. It cannot 
afford to allow itself to - be penalized because 1% 
happ:ms to be the prairie province nearest to the 
Pacific ports. 


EXPORT OF ELECTRIC ENERGY. 

Premier King says licenses for the export of 
electric power to the United States will be granted 
ona yearly basis only. That will not satisfy the 
opponents of power export. They can be satisfied 
with nothing less than absolute prohibition. Bur 
it may have the result of compelling them to dro» 
the pretense thet they are worrying about the 
chance of Canadian industries some time in the 
future not being able to get power, and to admit 
that what they are fighting is the up-building of 
industries in the United States which might want 
to sel] their products in Canada. 

The protest against the export of electric en- 
ergy is only another camouflaged demand for pro- 
tection—against the possibility that the Canadian 
consumer might find it cheaper to buy imported 
than home made goods. It is based upon the same 
old «ssumption that the publie exist for the bene- 
fit of whatever private interest can stampede 
Parliament into granting it monopoly powers 
over the contents of the consumer's pocket, The 
clamorers against power export will neither us: 
the power themselves, nor if they can prevent, 
will taoy allow it to be sold abroad. The dog in 
the vaanger is the traditional exemplar or that 
kind of policy, 

EXAMPLES DO NOT COUNT THERE. 

Mr. Lloyd George thinks Britain should show 
Germany an example by carrying out the terms 
of tae Versailles treaty without regard to whether 
or not Berlin faithfully fulfils its pledges. That 
is exactly what Britain was doing through all the 
forty years that Germany was preparing to smash 
the Empire into fragments and annex the fraz- 
ments. While Germany built up the most formid- 
able war machine ever known, British statesmen 
consented themselves with providing a fleet 
whieh they thought could keep their shores free 
from actual invasion and protect the sea routes 
by which the British Isles must obtain their food 
supplies, There was nothing the matter with the 
example. But Germany did not follow suit. On 
the contrary, the less Britain prepared the more 
confident Germany became that it would suceeed. 
And not even Lloyd George has said that Ger- 
many would not have succeeded had its leaders 
hac! the sense to tackle one opponent at a time. 

Germany does not need an example in geod 
behavior. There are plenty of them, and have 
been. What Germany has to ve taught is that it 
muat follow these examples or get another dose of 
the only medicine that availed to cheek its im- 
pulse to werld power. No doubt, as Mr, Lloyd 
George says,.it is ‘‘British’’ to disregard that fact 
and hope for the best—a good deal better than 
there is sound reason in hoping for. But it is not 
safe. The men who are ruling Germany are the 
men who engineered the drive for world conquest. 
That they have not kept the Treaty of Versailles 
certainly does not show that they have undergone 
any change of heart. They are offenceless now 
becanse they are not in position to strike egain. 
It may be that their violations of the treaty 
yeanirements have been comparatively minor. 
But one clause of that treaty is as binding as 
another. To overlook one violation is to invite 
others. It will be time enough to abandon safe- 
guards and trust to the foree of a good example 
when there is reason to think that Berlin is sus- 
ceptible to such influences, 


DO THE MIXING AT HOME. 
@ teconstructed Grain Act is to legalize the 
mi grain in terminal elevators, and to re- 
guiate it.
